a divine economic school.

of it, if one earns rightly. 
To earn is to 


plan, to labor, combine, to foresee, to bo 
patient, to bo solf-donying, to niako every 
element avaiblalo. 
If a man makes money 


rightly then he makes a man of himself in 
doing it. 


One reason why tho boys brought up oil 


New England farms are apt to turn out well 
is, they are brought up to work— to hard 
work — under circumstances which require 
them to lake care of every particle of value. 
They spend nothing, waste nothing, turn to 
uso things which careluys folk would throw 
away, and so are from early life disciplined 
to rigorous economy, industry and patience. 
Along this path men can still succeed. 


Tho importation from the unnatural con- 


ditions of the corrupt capitals of tho Old

THK ALLIANCE OF THE GUELPHS AND XOJlAX- 


OFFS. — HOW THE TWO FAMILIES MIS. — WHAT 
ALEXANDER VISITED VICTORIA TOE. 
It is lo bo feared that the matrimonial al- 


liance of tho Guclphs with tho Romanoffs 
has not absolutely guaranteed a future good 
understanding, we will not say hotweeu Eng- 
land and Russia, but oven between tho royal 
and imperial houses most directly concerned. 
Tho Czar, or, as ho prefers to bo called, tho 
emperor of all tho Kussias, camo to England 
in a bod humor with. Queen Victoria because 
her majesty had undertaken to snub his bo- 
loved daughter, and through his beloved 
daughter his imperial self, by compelling 
tho new duchess of Edinburgh 
to take her 


place in the court pageants behind all the 
born princesses of England. 
His imperial 


majesty carried the day on this subject, up- 
set tho ancient order of British court pre- 
cedence, and established tiie right of his im- 
perial child to take rank of all the British 
princesses excepting tho princess of Wales, 
and (whenever she happened to bo in Eng- 
land) fhe princess royal ofEuglnud, Victo- 
ria's eldest daughter now by marriage, 
the 
imperial and royal crown princess 


of 
Germany 
and 
Prussia. 
But 
his 


imperial majostycan hardly havo left Eng- 
land in much better humor than when ho 
came to it, since tho immediate effect of his 
parental victory was to send tho queen of 
(treat Britain sulking off to Scotland, in de- 
fiance of the obligations not only of hospi- 
tality but oven of common courtesy. It is 
not tho first timo that Alexander II. has 
carried away unfavorable notions of Victoria.
